Four months ago, 49 years old and 
jin the prime of life, he was told he 
hed cancer of the stomach and 
death was a question of only a short 
time. If he would retire and avoid 
all exertion he might live a year. 
Otherwise the end would come in a 
few weeks or months. 

He chose to die in harness. He 
insisted that no one should know of 
the death sentence pronounced by 
ithe doctors. He went to his office 


—the optimistic “Sid Says" will ap- 
pear despite its author's death. 

So it is with the stories and ar- 
ticles that he approved during the 
weeks before he was forced to leave 
the offices of the magazine. Siddall 
knew he would be dead before the 
stories appeared, just as he knew he 
would never see the last “Sid Says” 
paragraphs in print. 

Siddall was born in Oberlin, O. 
Oct. 8, 1874. While in preparatory 
school he decided that writing was 
to be his life work. First he became 
a reporter on a local paper and dur- 
ing vacations, while at Oberlin Col- 
lege. he was a member of the staff 
of the Cleveland Plain-Dealer. Upon

Immediate relief is not irsight. The farm cred- 
its bill offers possibilities for borrowing money, but 
to borrow will not help the farmer, unless he can 
farm ata profit. It only enables him to go deeper 
into debt. What he needs is not a means-of get- 
tine into debt, but of getting out of it. 

There is plausibility in the plan of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation to organize co-operatives 
through which the farmers will be able to store 
their products and market them on an orderly and 
systematic schedule. The difficulties.” hewever, of 
organizing such a large and widely dispersed class 
as farmers are great. It is not likely that they can

‘ever be induced to act with the unanimity and un- 


derstanding that appears in the steel industry or 
the other manufacturing and selling interests. 
Nevertheless, some plan for reducing production 
seems the only practical solution. If wheat is 
scarce enough, the price is sure to rise. 

This makes a painful situation for the wage 
earner, who meither raises nor manufactures. He 
has to buy from both sides, and is ground between 
the upper and nether milistones. His only recourse 
is to get higher wages. It Js unhealthy to have 
prices artificially sustained as industry has man- 
aged to sustain them’ since the war. and as the 
farmers apparently intend to sustain them in the 
future. 

One thing has become obvious, and thet is that 
the farmer has been ingloriously gold-bricked on 
the tariff. Instead of helping him. it has hurt. 
It has failed to keep up the prices of his products.

erticles which he has to buy. Dollar wheat would 
be good enough for the farmer if he could buy a 
good pair of shoes for $3.50 and a suit of clothes for
